Bremen, having been lost on her out- 
ward voyage, was forced to make two 
starts from New London on this re- 
turn trip. 


On her fir.st attempt on Nov. 17 she 
collided with an escorting tug and 
• had to put back to port.

INSIDE COUNCIL OF 
FMMN THINGS 


Personnel of New British 
Cabinet is Officially 
Announced. 


London, 
Dec. 
11.—Official 
an- 
nouncement was made last night that 
the government had been constituted 
with a war cabinet comprising the 
following: 


Premier—David Lloyd-George. 
Lord president of the council—Earl 
Curzon, who also will be government 
leader in the house of lords. 


Arthur Henderson, minister with- 
out portfolio. 


Lord Milnor, minister, without port- 
folio. 


Andrew Bonar Law, chancellor of 
the exchequer, who has been asked 
by the premier to act as leader in the 
house of commons, and also as mem- 
ber of the war cabinet without being 
expected to attend regularly. 


Enlarges Premier's Powers. 


The other members of the ministry 
who are not in the war cabinet are 
designated as department heads. 


An important point in this novel 
organization 
is that 
it concentrates 
far more power in the hands of the 
prime minister than the British sys- 
tem has ever known before. 
Mr. 
Lloyd-George's proposals to 
Premier 
Asquith were for a war council of 
which the premier should not be a 
member, although he should have the 
power of passing on its work. 


Mr. Lloyd-George has not hesitated 
to place himself on the position more 
closely resembling a dictatorship than 
he was willing to give his predecessor. 


The war cabinet will hold daily ses- 
sions, directing the prosecution of the 
war, and the freedom of Mr. Lloyd- 
George, Lord Milner and Mr. Hender- 
son from departmental duties will al- 
low the mto devote all their time to 
the waw council. 
The work of the ex- 
chequer and 
government 
leadership 
in the house of commons will absorb 
most of Bonar Law's time, and at- 
tendance on the house of lords will 
necessitate 
Earl 
Curzon's 
absence 
from the council frequently. 
So that 
Mr. Lloyd-George, Lord Milner and 
Mr. Henderson will be the chief direc- 
tors of the war. 


For practical purposes the govern- 
ment will 
be by a cabinet of four. 
Whether there is any plan for meet- 
ings of all the heads of departmeitts 
of cabinet rank is not known yet, but 
councils in 
which 
the ministers of 
foreign affairs, war and the admir- 
alty participate with the others, whose 
duties directly concern war measures, 
will be certain.

Indiana^s Adpiission Day. 


It was on December 11, 1816, that the territory of Indiana was 
tdnjitted as a state in the union, so that, strictly speaking, the comple- 
tion. of the first century of Indiana's statehood which we have been 
celebrating during the present year did not occur until December 11, 
The latter date, signalized as "Admission day," was made the 
occasion of special programs in many parts of the state in accordance 
With the proclamation of Governor Ralston, and there were exercises 
in fitting recognition of the anniversary. The observance of Admis- 
fiîon day was peculiarly appropriate as a culmination of programs that, 
in one form and another, have continued pretty much through- 
out the year. 


We think the value of all this effort will be questioned in no 
qnarter if consideration be given to the result which has not only ex- 
alted Indiana's rank and Indiana's achievements of the past one hun- 
dred years, but which, better than that, has served to make the people 
more familiar with the state's history and give them an enlarged con- 
ception of what it means to be a citizen of this great commonwealth. 
Beginning with the small and struggling government that got under 
way under Governor Jennings at Corydon a hundred years ago, the 
deevicçment of Indiana reads like à romance as the magic wand of 
: rogress year by year touched the struggling commonwealth and sped 
:• rabidly along the highway of a rich and full-rounded development. 


Time was, we are told, when the term "Hoosier" was one of re- 
proach and belittlement ; it signified ignorance, poverty, provincidlism, 
narrowness and complacent acceptance of the life primitive. 
There 
were no visions of development and progress, of greatness industrial- 
ly or commercially. There was no dream of a future inspired by a de- 
sire for something better and rose-tinted by the hope that later became 
actuality—development, broadest growth along every line, the high- 
est rank in literature, in art, in education, in manufacture, in agricul- 
ture, in the sciences and the full-sharing of the mighty task that has 
evolved the modern America. These are but some of the mileposts 
that have marked Indiana's years in its century of forward march. 
These are some of the things on which Indiana citizens may reflect 
with pride and with profit as the state rounds out its first century of 
existence. The Hoosier of today is not the Hoosier of one hundred 
years ago, and yet in all our present Self-complacency there is none so 
nnjnst as to withhold credit from the sturdy pioneers who bravely as- 
sumed a gigantic task a hundred years ago. Measured by opportun- 
"ity, their achievement was quite as great as has been that of those' 
who oame after. And ia the common%lory that Indiana, in its round- 
ed century of statehood, sheds upon her people there is ample for those 
«'ho began the great work, for those who continued it, and for those 
ivho are to carry it yet forward.

The possibility of state-wide prohibition legislation .in Indiana is 
said t» be one of the topics likely to come up at the convention of the 
state Hotel-Keepers' association at Indianapolis this week, and there 
are predictions that the outlook will be thrashed over pretty 
thoroughly at the gathering.

Only Canal Employes May 
Now Purchase from the 
Panama Commissary. 


Panama. Dec. 11.—A law to abolish 
privileges of purchasing at the com- 
missaries of the Panama canal, by 
others than employes of the United 
States government, has been passed 
by the assembly 
of 
Panama 
and 
signed by the president. 
It has not, 
however, been published in the Of- 
ficial Gazette, and will not bccome ef- 
fective until three days after such 
publication. 


The presence of the commissaries, 
with their advantages of no rent, no 
tariff, and reduced 
steamship 
and 
railroad 
charges, 
has 
long 
been a 
thorn in the flesh of 
the 
Isthmian 
merchants. 
The number of influen- 
tial persons who have enjoj'ed the 
privilege, given by the president of 
Panama, of buying in the 
commis- 
saries has been an obstacle in the 
•way of preventive 
action. 
The 
re- 
striction of the use of the commis- 
saries to the people connected with 
the canal and its defensive forces, for 
which the commissary system was in- 
tended, will be uite an 
accomplish- 
ment for the chambers of commerce 
of Colon and Panama. 
It will re- 
move a cause of annoyance and dis- 
trust between the Panamanians and 
Americans, and ie generally regarded 
as altogether to be desired, 
except 
by those who have enjoyed special 
privileges. 


Huntington, Ind., Dec. 11.—Hunt- 
ington county's Henry Beaver claim 
case, which has been carried to the 
supreme court in a legal fight of more 
than twenty years, has been the sub- 
ject of a special act of the legislature 
and now has sent.County Auditor Ovid 
Bviston to the county jail for con- 
tempt of court, is expected to be given 
another twist tomorrow, when Fed- 
eral Judge A. B. Anderson probably 
will be 
asked to try his 
hand at 
straightening out the tangle. 
Judge 
Anderson will 
hold court 
at Fort 
AVayne and it is expected that he will 
be asked for a wi-it of habeas corpús 
to free Eviston. 
Meanwhile the audi- 
tor, spending his second night in jail, 
declares firmly that the place "can 
rot" before he pays the claim. 
Spe- 
cial Judge Cole of Peru asserts he 
must stay there until he pays Beaver. 


Huntington county is as much di- 
vided on the Beaver case as it was 
about twenty years ago, when Beaver 
v/as held indebted to the county in 
the sum of $12,000 when he retired 
as -county treasurer. Beaver contended 
that, 
although 
poor 
bookkeeping 
I made it appear that he owed 
the 
I county, any 
shortage that 
existed 
should have 
been laid 
to another 
county official. 
Judgment was ob- 
tained against Beaver and the deci- 
sion was sustained by the 
supreme 
court. 
Beaver paid the judgment. 


Friends of 
the former 
treasurer 
sought time after' time to have him 
reimbursed, but it was not until the 
session of the 1911 legislature 
that 
they obtained results. 
Beaver was a 
democi-at and the democratic legisla- 
ture passed a bill empowering Hunt- 
ington county to pay Beaver's cla.im. 
The democratic county commissioners 
ordered it paid, but the democratic 
auditor, 
Harold 
Guthrie, 
refused. 
Eviston, a republican, has continued 
the fight since he came into office. 


John Q. Cline, a laAvyer, as a tax- 
payer, attempted to carry the case to 
the supreme court, but the 
appeal 
failed because the county commission- 
ers had not been made parties to the 
action. 
In a mandamus hearing Spe- 
cial Judge Cole ordered the county 
auditor to issue a warrant and Eviston 
still refused. 


Judge Cole had fiííed Eviston's bond 
at $15,000, enough to cover the claim, 
and the costs, and entitle him to his 
liberty pending appeal, but later re- 
duced the bond to $250, only enough 
to cover the costs, and oidered the 
auditor sent to jail. 


In defense of his refusal to issue the 
warrant Bviston contends that the ap- 
propriation made by the former board 
of commissioners 
has lapsed. 
The 
new board, with a majoritj' of repub- 
! licang, has rescinded the action of the 
former board and has directed 
the 
auditor not to issue the warrant and 
the treasurer not to sign or pay a war- 
rant In favor of Beaver.

Ideas of Public on Subject 
Heartily Received by 
Works Board. 


Mr, Public Spirited Citizen, 
have 
you beenthinkingr about a good loca- 
tion for the new convention hall? 


If you have a good idea tell the 
board of works about it. 
Manj' citi- 
zens havp been talking to members 
of the board about suitable sites for 
the big structure. 
Board 
members 
welcome all suggestions, they say. 


Much of the time 
of 
the 
works 
board members has been taken up of 
late in working on the problem of 
where to locate the auditorium. There 
have been talks with real estate men. 
Heirs of estates of families whose 
names have been associated with the 
growth of Fort Wayne for nearly a 
century have been consulted. 


It is rumored that one 
piece 
of 
ground, which would furnish almost 
enough land for the building, might 
be given to the city in order to estab- 
lish a memorial to a 
family 
same 
which has already been a prominent 
factor in the development of the city. 


Many citizens have told members 
of the board about prospective build- 
ing sites and in a few cases have gone, 
so far as to ascertain the price at 
which the plat might be purchased. 
Letters to the board bring sugges,- 
tions daily. 
Members of the board 
are stopped several times each day 
wheen they travel along the streetà. 


Few of the Suggestions. 


Latest 
suggestion 
offered to 
the 
board is for draining the lake in Res- 
ervoir park and erecting the structure 
onthe corner of the 
park 
grounds. 
Easy access to the spot is shown by 
success 
of 
the 
centennial 
pageant 
which was held 
in the 
park, it 
Is 
pointed out. 
No money would be ex- 
pended for purchase of the ground, 
it is argued. 
The entire $225,000 ap- 
propriated for the hall Avould go for 


the building itself. 
Swinney park 
has also been mentioned as a suitable 
place for the building. 


Two large tracts near the edge of 
the city but accessible by car lines 
have béen named. 
They ai'e owned 
by private citizens but could be pur- 
chased at a reasonable flguf%. 


Two lots on 
Clinton 
street 
have 
been under consideration. 
A strip of 
ground on North Calhoun street is 
being figured upon. 
Two properties 
on Barr street and two on Lafayette 
street are being 
talked 
of 
by 
the 
board. 
Price has been obtained on a 
piece of ground on West Main street. 
Need Large Strip. 


Lot upon which the big structure 
is to be built must be at least 150 feet 
by 240 feet in dimension.s, it is stated 
by Architect Weatherhogg, 
who 
is 
planning the building. 


This 
will 
require 
two 
ordinary 
building lots. 
It is the desire of the 
works board 
to 
locate 
on a 
strip 
where more land will be accessible in 
case the building is enlarged in later 
years. 


Members of the board do not plan 
on spending more than $40,000 for 
the building site. 
One very good lo- 
cation 
near 
the 
business 
district, 
made up two family estates, can be 
had for $38,000. It is receiving strong 
consideration from the board. 


One lot upon which the city could 
obtain no option is beirig held upon 
the partial promise that the land is 
to be used for the new federal build- 
ing v/hich is promised to Fort Wayne, 
it is rumored.

The Deutschland, which is'the only 


commercial craft of her type that has 
succeeded in reaching this country 


• from Germany, her sister ship, the 
••^Bremen, having been lost on her out- 


ward voyage, was forced to make two 
starts from New London on this re- 
turn trip. 


On her first attempt on Nov. 17 she 


collided with an escorting tug and 
had to put back to port. 
She was 


not badly damaged, however, and was 
able to put out again four days later, 
this time without mishap. 


The Deutschland on both of her 


trips brought valuable cargoes, chief- 
ly of dyes and chemicals. On her 
present voyage she took a ca.rgo esti- 
mated at $2,000,000 in value'and offi- 
cial mail for Germany.

investigate conditions. He announced 
that the "lid" would not be clamped 
down, as he desired the vice commis- 
sion to see conditions as they have been 
recently.'

Panama, Dec. 11.—A law to abolish 


privileges of purchasing at the com- 
missaries of the Panama canal, by 
others than employes of the United 
States government, has been passed 
by the assembly 
of 
Panama 
and 


signed by the president. It has not. 
however, been published in the Of- 
ficial Gazette, and will not become ef- 
fective until three days after such 
publication. 


The presence of the commissaries, 


with their advantages of no rent, no 
tariff, and reduced steamship 
anf 


railroad charges, has long been 
thorn in the flash of the 
Isthmian 


merchants. 
The number of influen 


tial persons who have enjoyed tin 
privilege, given by the president o 
Panama, of buying in the commis 
paries has been an obstacle in th 
way of preventive action. 
The 
re 


etrlctlon of the use of the Commis 
saries to the people connected witr 
the canal and lt» defensive forces, fo 
which the commissary system was in 
tended, will be uite an accomplish 
ment for the chambers of commerc 
of Colon and Panama. 
It will re 


move a cause of annoyance and dis- 
trust between the Panamanians and 
Americana, and is generally regarded 
as altogether to be desired, except 
by those who ,have enjoyed, special 
privileges. •
